8. A fibre reinforced plastic roofing material according to Claim 1 where the 
reinforcing fibre is a woven material. 

9. A fibre reinforced plkstic roofing material according to Claim 8 where the woven 
material is a plain weave or twill weave\ 

1 0. A fibre reinforced plastic roofing'material according to Claim 1 where the gap 
provides a uniform spacing along the lengthwise direction of the sheets. 

11. A fibre reinforced plastic roofing material according to Claim 1 where the gap 
provides a spacing that varies along the lengthwise direction of the sheets. 

12. A fibre reinforced plastic roofing material according to Claim 1 where there is 
arranged, in the gap, a filler having a specific gravity lower than the specific gravity of each pair 
of sheets. / 

13. A fibre reinforced plastic roofing material according to Claim 1 where at least one 
of the sheets has a jagged form in which there are alternatively arranged peaks and troughs. 

14. A fibre reinforced plastic roofing/material according to Claim 1 where a rigid 
frame structure is arranged in the gap. / 

15. A fibre reinforced plastic roofing material according to Claim 1 where a 
connecting member for connecting to another member is fitted to an outer face of at least one of 
the sheets. / 

16. A fibre reinforced plastic roofing material according to Claim 1 having a ratio of 
the sandwich structure's overall thickriess to each of the sheet's thickness in the range 5:1 to 25:1
